It will be interesting to 3ee what effect if any the newly announced 
crackdown on "all forms of gambling and gaming", in Lake county will 
have on the State's Attorney's race in November. 

State's Attorney Bruno W. Stanczak is apparently taking at face value 
the repeated instructions to grand juries by Circuit Judge Bernard M. 
. Decker to investigate gambling of all types. 

Stanczak has directed police officials in cities and villages throughout 
the county to stop gambling of any type and this includes raffles, door 
prize lotteries conducted by business firms for promotion, the sale of raffle 
tickets by churches and non-profit organizations and anything that smacks 
of "something for nothing." 

This should produce some unhappy reactions from church groups that 
have held raffles for years, from volunteer fire departments which count 
on the proceeds from summer festivals to support the department, and 
from veterans organizations which derive considerable revenue from 
chances on cars and other games of chance in order to carry on their var- 
ious programs. ' 

This current drive goes beyond anti-gambling directives of the past 
:and those who have paid lip service to anti-gambling crusades in the past 
may feel that Stanczak is going "too far." 

It would be ironic indeed if strict enforcement of the gambling laws 
should react to the benefit of the Democratic candidate for State's Attor- 
ney. 

.. * • * • • 

Highway construction in Lake county seems to be at an all-time high 
this summer with major projects underway in almost every section of the 
county, but not all of the work is being greeted with cheers by the people 
whose property is being affected. . 

Particularly unhappy about some of the projects are owners of busi- 
nesses at major intersections who are finding themselves cut off from the 
highways by the new median strips being installed in many areas. 

It is not hard to imagine greater congestion and additional hazards as 
a result of the dividing barriers as motorists try to reach their destinations 

without driving several miles out of their way.

While on the subject of highways, wouldn't it be a good idea for the 
state to pass a law permitting right turns on a' red light after a stop at 
those intersecions where a right turn lane has been provided? 

Hundreds of motorists already continue on their way against the light 
after a check of oncoming traffic, but they are violating the law.

Establishment of a county public works department as suggested by 
County Board Chairman Karl Berning seems ,to us a forward step towards 
the solution of the water and sewer problems in Lake county since it will 
provide uniform planning and will deal with problems which extend be- 
yond local political boundaries. u ^ 

If such a department is established, however, we would like to see it 
provided with enough qualified engineers so that outside engineers would 
not be needed whenever a project is planned. 

It has always seemed like wasteful duplication for a city or county 
to set up an engineering department whose sole duty seems to be hiring 
outside engineers to prepare plans for their projects. 

The state convention of the Illinois Republican party will be held In 
Uecatur June 18 and among the major items of business will probably be 
the selection of a candidate to succeed Attorney General Grenville Beards- 
ley who died last week. 

The selection will be made by the state central committeemen and 
Mark Beaubien, of Waukegan, will cast the ballot for the 13th Congres- 
sional district. , , t „ ' .

The popularity of boating has 
made "truck drivers" out of many 
motorists who have purchased or 
rented trailers to pull 1 their craft 
behind their passenger cars. 

The legislative department of the 
Chicago Motor club points out that 
as operators of such trailers, mo- 
torists become subject to many un- 
familiar licensing, identification and 
operating regulations. 

Under Illinois law, such trailers 
are "vehicles of the second divi- 
sion," and they are subject to regis- 
tration fees based on their gross 
weighty including the vehicle and 
its maximum load. 

As "vehicles of the second divi- 
sion," their operators become sub- 
ject to a number of requirements 
which do not apply to drivers of 
passenger cars alone. 

The motor club says these special 
requirements include: 

— Trailer must be inspected semi- 
annually for its safety factors, just 
as a truck is inspected if its gross 
weight (including load) is over 
3,000 lbs. | 

— The ' registration card for the 
trailer must be carried at all times. 
— Speed is more strictly limited. 
While a passenger car may be op- 
ated at 65 miles per hour outside of 
an urban district, the towing of 
even the lightest of trailers reduces 
the legal speed to 55 miles per hour; 
with a heavier trailer, where they 
total weight exceeds 8,000 pounds 
,the speed limit is 50 miles per hour. 
—Special rules for trucks must 
be obeyed, such as the following 
designated "truck routes" and not 
operating on streets reserved for 
passenger cars only. 

—The trailer must be marked 
with the owner's name and address 
and the vehicle's empty weight, in 
lettering at least two inches high 
and one-half inch wide, on both 
sides of the vehicle. 

("Address" means city or town, 
not street number) This informa- 
tion may be painted on the frame 
of the trailer, or shown on plates 
attached to both sides of the trailer.

Portable Device 
Keeps Local Man 
Alive in Chicago 

An Antioch man has been the 
center of more than passing interest 
In the last week oir 10 days since he 
has been kept alive at St. Luke's 
hospital in Chicago by means of a 
portable pacemaker. 

Hospital people describe this as an 
electronic device that is firing 58 
impulses of electricity a minute into 
the ailing heart of Fred B. Swanson, 
08, of 479 Naber avenue, Antioch. 

A retired theatre owner, Swanson 
Is well known as a member of 
Medinah temple of the Mystic 
Shrine. He would be dead today, 
doctors said, were it not for the 
artificial pacemaker in operation. 

When Swanson becomes stronger 
he will be able, to wear it as do 50 or 
more other heart victims in this 
country. 

Surgeons wired one lead from the 
machine directly to his heart muscle 
and inserted another connection 
under the skin of Swanson's chest
